£ Senator*. 


Senator Lodjc of Massachusetts, who 


had charge of the Lodge-McCall bill, es- 
tablishing a modified educational teat for 
further restriction of immigration, was 
obliged to leave Washington for St. Louis 
a few days before the close of the last 
session. The education test bill passed 
the house and was seeking the considera- 
tion of the tcnate, but was put over day 
to day chieflly through the efforts of 
senators Hill, N. Y., and Gibson of Mary- 
lai.d. 


1 uaulmou* Convent. 


It became obvious that it would not be 


passed. Thereupon Senator Platt asked 
unanimous consent that the bill be taken 
up the first day of the session. Senators 
Hill and Gibson were obliged to give 
reluctant consent, especially since their i 
contention was that they were noc opposed ; 
to a consideration of the bill, but merely i 
doubted the wisdom of taking up valuable 
time so late in the session. 


The Dollar Figure*. 


Accordingly, if no new business is 


adopted by nuanlmons consent, the Tth of 
December will witness the opening of the 
immigration question by advocates of fur- 
ther restriction on the ground that dis- 
tricts where the foreign vote was heaviest 
proved more loyal to the honest dollar 
than the native American neighborhood. 
For the purpose of the present Lodge- 
McCall bill, the discussion of the effects 
upon future elections on the basis of the 
foreign vote cast, at the recent election, 
has little bearing. 


Whom It Excludes. 


The educational test is designed to ex- 


clude illiterates from the countries of 
eastern Enrop* and statistics show that 
very few German and Irish immigrants 
will be affected by a passage of the bill. 
The persons whom it is desired to exclude 
as yet have made little impression upon 
the voting lists. Probably they repre- 
sent in any state a trifling percentage of 
the present electorate. The course of 
Russians and Laplanders, who come in 
the future, cannot be judged from the ex- 
ample of the Germans and British Island- 
ers already here. 


No Bimetallism. 


From members of the senate coming to 


Washington each day and^interviews with 
different ones it is apparent that little is 
expected save a routine of legislation, 
including the passage of the annual appro- 
priation bill. 


Senators Cockrell of Missouri and Haw- 


ley of Connecticut both gave expression 
to this opinion and are agreed that noth- 
ing is expected In the coming session in 
the way of helping along an international 
bimetallic conference. 


The Dlnglcy Bill. 


Senator Hawley does not believe the 


Dingley bill will be enacted into law say- 
ing: "The Dingley bill is confessedly a 
mere makeshift with all the defects 
incident to a horizontal increase or 
decrease in duties. If passed as it is it 
would be the doty of the president to 
assemble congress as soon as possible 
after March fourth for diligent considera- 
tion of the whole tariff in a conservative 
spirit to the end that a bill might pass 
which would stand the teat of years, sub- 
ject of course to occasional correction." 


A BLOODY FIGHT, 


A Trifling Dispute Arrays a 
Neighborhood. Slavs and 
Huns Slash Each Other. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


Cleveland, O., Nov. 23.—Almost the 


entire population of Franklin avenue hill, 
composed largely of slaves and Hunga- 
rians, with the exception of the women, 
turned out en masse lasS night in an effort 
to cut, stab and slash each others heads. 
It was the bloodiest battle of years 
around the river front. 


Blood Stained Bill. 


The blood of the combatants dyes the 


roadbed on the hill and makes the scene 
revolting. Fully forty men engaged in the 
terrible encounter. At least twenty are 
moro or less injured. Sylvester Carter, 60, 
has five cuts on his back and six on his 
head and will probably die. 


Cursing, Stabbing Men. 


The fight started on the street between 


James Carter and John Spreads over a 
trivial matter. Carter jostled Sprends in 
passing, which led to angry words and 
later to a fight. Others soon came to the 
ecene, among whom were friends of both 
combatants from within five miles, mak- 
ing a throng of fighting, cursing, stabbing 
men, using knives and clubs to bloody ef- 
fect. 


Broken Heads Everywhere. 


At the height of the fight the cry of 


"police" was raised as a patrol wagon 
filled with blue coats dashed down the 
hill. Many participants Bed, bub many 
who had been rendered unconscious' or 
injured so that they were unable to es- 
cape were taken to the police station. 
Some were taken to the hospital. It is 
said there is a broken head today in nearly 
every house on the hill.

his back turned Stowe bolted out of the 
door and ran rapidly down the street pur- 
sued by his creditor, who shouted "stop 
thief."

Coming to a bridge 
which spanned the Little river, he vaulted 
over the railing and landed twenty-five 
feet below in about two feet of water.

Would the scholarship of the 
college be lowered? Would hundreds and

Is not this view 
of the caw wortb any college faculty's 
consideration? We do not pretend to be 
wiser than our generation in this matter, 
nor wiser than the Williams faculty about 
any college problem, but we do know c;>i- 
lege football as played today ia not in line 
with collegiate purposes.

creased One Third. 


N. L. Millard & Co. are about to build a 


large addition to their shoe factory on 
Union street. The addition will be, like 
the rest of the factory, three stories high, 
with basement and wnen completed the 
factory will extend nearly around three 
sides of the lot on which it is located. The 
entire length of the building when com- 
pleted will be 300 feet. 


The addition will be of wood pnd will 


be built in the most substantial manner, 
special attention being given to provide 
for an abundance of light and good venti- 
lation. Contractors are now figuring on 
the work and as soon as the contract can 
be let operations will begin and will be 
pushed to completion as rapidly as possi- 
ble consistent with thorough work. The 
building is to be finished by February 1 at 
the latest.

Advantages Which It Gives to the Farm- 


ers of tho Country. 


During the fiscal year just closed, 


even at the low prices current, this 
country paid out about $90,000,000 for 
imported sugar. Our exports of wheat 
and flour were but a trifle more. Thus 
it takes every pound of the wheat and 
flour we export to pa; for the sugar we 
import The total value of ail liv.e and 
dressed beef, beef products and lard ex- 
ported during the past year barely ex- 
reeds the amouut we paid for sugar. 
Our people have an exalted idea ot the 
American export trade in cotton, but 
the value of all the cotton exported was 
only twice M much m the Talno of t^ie 
sngai imported. Iiiipiteof the immense 
increase in com export* the part year, 
they would have to represent a value 3^ 
times larger to nay for the foreign ngas 
we buy. 


Three times oar tobacco export would 


not counterbalance oar eugar Imports. 
The barley, oats and rye, fruits and 
nuts, hops, vegetable oils, oleomarga- 
rine, butter and cheese, pork and hams 
that were exported last year, all put to- 
gether, represent in value only two- 
thirds of the'sugar imported. Certainly 
it is ill the highest degree unwise for a 
great agricultural country to continue 
such a policy. 


Tho United States can readily produce 


every pound of sugar it now imports and 
thus put ID otir farmers' pockets a good 
part of tho vast sum now paid out for 
foreign sugar. Not only that, but with 
the development of the country we could 
produce our own sugar without materi- 
ally restricting our exports of other 
produce, provided foreign markets offer 
attractive prices for the same. The sugar 
beet can be grown over a vast section, 
and encouragement of this industry is 
oue form at least in which protection 
can directly benefit farmers.—American 
Agriculturist.

How Many of Them Are Started by * 


Xtcady Money Association. 


"In some respects the much abused 


Chinaman," said Hong Sing Long, one 
o( the interpreters and general agents of 
the Chinese Six companies, to a reporter, 
"are way in advance of the ordinary work- 
ing man and particularly so ia regard to 
tiieir Bendy Money associations." 


Hong Sing Long spends most of his time 


Vn New York, though he visits "Washing- 
ton several times each year. He is an eilu- 
cated Chinaman und has hud the advan- 
tage of several years at Harvard and bo- 
Eides has been graduated us u lawyer. 


''With the exception of one, all ot the 


Chinese laundry places in this city aro the 
result of the Heady Money associations— 
that is, the money nvoobsaTy to start them 
came from the Keidy Money. The plan is 
not unlike tho building association?, which 
1 am told have quite a clientele hero, nnd 
which were originally started In Philadel- 
phia. The Chinese plan is to start, Heady 
Jloneys as often as a parly of Chinese find 
they have any surplus money on hand, the 
idea being to keep the money moving 
along. Our experience is, like that of ail 
others, that the more free the circulation 
the bettor for all concerned. 
It is the cus- 


tom oi the laundry boys—for Chinamen 
always speak of each other ns boys—to 
gather about on Mondays, that being their 
off day, and gossip. 
All who have spare 


money ptit it in a pool nnd authorize some 
ona to keep it personally as a deposit in it 
bank. As soon as tho pool gets any size 
the word goes out, and ib is sold to tho 
largest bidder, it' there is more than one 
applicant for it. 


"As a general thing there ia but one ap- 


plicant, nnd ho gets it at n rate of inteiest 
agreed upon. It starts him in business, 
und in a few weeks he begins paying back. 
Now and then there is no demand for tho 
money. It then goes to tho cities where it 
i& needed. Just now the Chinamen aro 
starting laundries in a number of small 
town? of the south, and my errand hero 
now is to get some of the Heady Money 
funds to be advanced for that purpose. 


"Is it sate? What guarantees are there 


that the money will bo paul back? Yes, 
theso aro tho urgent questions, faale? Per- 
fectly safe. The civilisation of tho Chineso 
is no new thing. It 4s 6,000 yjars old. 
They have found out that Honesty is the 
best policy, not on account of thj moral or 
religious question involved us yViu under- 
stand it, but on account of the business 
proposition involved. Honesty is best be- 
cause it pays, as for many other reasons. 
In business dealings Chinese lire very strict 
- -much more strict than any other people. 


"Tbe Chinaniiin knows that if ho bor- 


rows he must pay back and that the con- 
Bcciiieucoa of not doing so are very serious, 
more serious than they are with Ameri- 
cans or Europeans. Ho knows this beloro 
ho gels the money and does not take it un- 
less ho mei.iis to pay bacK. Tho man who 
acts us secretary of tho Ready Monoy is 
^iso tho treasurer. Ho take? pretty good 
care to give a good account of his steward- 
ship, for his happiness depends upon his 
conduct. 
The Chinese UB<uly Moneys fre- 


quently closes up in a week, though ordi- 
narily they last longer. Each transaction 
ia a separate one. A man may bo a mem- 
ber of a dozen or have all of his money in 
one. 


''The great advantage of the Ready 


Money is that it gives every one who wants 
it money to open up business for himself 
whenever he eeos tho opportunity. 
There 


is no waiting—no security is needed ex- 
cept a promise to pay. Tho payment nev- 
er falls, eiee.pt for good reasons, such as 
accident or sickness. In fact, it does not 
pay to fail to pay, for H will cost more in 
the long run. When your civilization is 
5,000 years old, you will know more than 
you do now and will understand things 
that now seem to bo wonderful in us."—

The first one, con- 
taining First Engineer Scott aud his 
companions, was caps>i/ed and all were 
drowned* The second boat in com- 
mand of Chief Engineer Wood, with 
nino others on board, was more suc- 
tfhsful and kept afloat until picked 
up by the steamer Point Arena. The

A GREAT PLEASURE PALACE. 


Plans I'nilor Way for the Construction of 


a Mtmunotli KiirkiuU at Nlngura. 


Buffalo, Nov. 23.—Col. George E. 


Gouraud has purchased the Cataract 
house at Niagara Falls and is also ne- 
gotiating1 for the International hotel, 
on the sjijs of which it is proposed to 
erect a kursaal, or pleasure palace, 
on a scale never before attempted in 
this country. For this purpose a com- 
pany will be formed. The structure 
as at present contemplated, will cost 
about $3,000,000. The details of the 
building as given out show that it will 
contain al} tlie features of the great 
German watering places, such as Ba- 
den, and will be of the Louis Quinze 
style of architecture. There will be a 
huge tower of a height of four or five 
hundred feet, a great astronomical 
dome, and a huge convention hall.

Berlin, Nov. 23.—The audacity of 


the radical and socialist speeches in 
the reichstag, especially those deliv- 
ered in the course of the Brusewitz de- 
bate by Herren Lenzanna and Behel 
have greatly incensed the emperor 
and government officials generally, 
who hold that Baron von Buol-Beren- 
berg, president of the reichstag, ought 
to-Tiave restrained the opposition from 
using language personally offensive to 
the emperor and his ministry. It is 
reported that the emperor on the evo 
of his departure for Kiel had a pro- 
tracted conference with Prince Hohen- 
lohe, the imperial chancellor, in regard 
to the position of the various parties 
In the reiehstag with a view of estab- 
lishing a better control of interpella- 
tion debates. The present party of 
the centre in the reichstag, through 
the cohesion of its members, dominates 
the chamber and can always, without 
directly attacking 
the 
government, 


greatly embarrass the ministry. The 
conservatives and national liberals, 
although willing supporters of the 
government, are greatly at a disadvan- 
tage in lacking the unification and 
leadership of the centrists. 


Military Contest! of Honor.

The keynote of the arrangements of

Ing in the nominal concert of the pow- 
ers is doubtless playing its own game, 
but for the present the question of ob- 
taining freah supplies of money rules 
the decisions of the sultan. Sir Ed- 
gar Vincent, governor of the Imperial 
Ottoman bank, was in Berlin prior to

WEYLER ISN'T READY 


W1U Not Whip the Rebels Until 


After Christmas. 


ESCAMPED SEAR SAN CRISTOBAL 


The Spanish Commander Say* He Believe* 


the luaurffents Are Nearly Out of 


Ammunition—Satisfied wltb 


His Campaign, 


IIavana,|Nov. S3.—After a somewhat 


lengthy silence Captain General Wej'- 
ler has at last beed heard from and in 
an interview he expressed himself as 
being confident of soon putting an end 
to the insurrection. Gen. Weyler was 
Interviewed in the Jaea camp, which is 
located near the town of San Cristobal, 
province of Pinar del Rio. He said, 
after declaring that he was satisfied 
with the operations that have been 
carried on up to the present time, that 
he believed the insurgents did not 
have in the hills supplies sufficient .to 
last them for three more engagements. 
After these engagements had occurred 
It would be easier to estimate the re- 
sources of the rebels, but he believed 
that it would then be found that the 
ammunition of the insurgents was ex- 
hausted. He added that he had *1ill 
fifteen or twenty days' work to per- 
form at the camp to complete his 
preparations for an advance on thp 
rebels, but that he would wait until 
after Christmas before he moved his 
troops forward. Then he would strike 
a fatal blow at the insurrection. When 
questioned concerning the position of 
Maceo, the rebel leader, Gen. Weyler 
answered: "The last news I received 
about him located him south of the 
Western railway (on which San Cristo- 
bal is located). He is unwilling to 
meet our columns even when his forces 
are in good positions. We will bee." 


This indicates that so far the results 


of the campaign ef Gen. Weyler are 
still in the future. Maceo is appa- 
rently followini liis old tacticb of 
drawing the S^tmiards as far as possi- 
ble into the hills from their base of 
supplies, when, by dividing his forces 
into small commands, he will be able 
to continually harrass them with guer- 
rilla tactics, for which they have no 
liking, fcome distance to the west of 
(San Cristobal are mountain passes 
where a comparatively few rebels 
would be able to hold their own against 
any force that Spain could send against 
them, and it is thought that Gen. 
Weyler will not meet the elusive 
Maceo until he comes upon him unex- 
pectedly in some of these ^mountain 
fastnesses.
